The greatest of all Western turf classics j 
passed into history Saturday at Washington | 
Park, and after the flying clods of mud had 
cleared away Sidney Lucas, a rank outsider, 
with Bullman up, was declared the winner of 
the 19(X) American Derby. Second to Sidney 
Lucas, with Mitchell up, was James, fresh from | 
the east, and eight lengths behind him came ' 
the stanch favorite. Lieutenant Gibson, carry- ! 
ing J. Boland, a ton of money and the all purple j 
of Charles Head Smith. 

Never before in the history of the Washington I 
Park dub, with the exception of World’s j 
Fair year, was there such a crowd present to 
view the Derby. Between :45,0(X) and 40.t(K) hand- j 
Bomely dressed people crowded into the grand- 
stand, clubhouse and betting ring, and the lawn 
in front of the stand w'as one solid mass of 
humanity. Over in the center field were e<iuip- 
ages of all descriptions, and it seemed that 
each was trying to outdo the other in lavish 
display. Consequently luxury and elegance were 
visible on all sides. It was worth one's life to 
try to get near a betting booth in the ring, where 
forty-one bookmakers, doing business on the ; 
eastern plan, were kept more than busy trying ' 
to handle the public's money. 

It was precisely 3 ;.57 o’clock when Barrack, j 
wearing the green, white and old gold stripes of 
Tom Barrett, poked his nose out of the paddock i 
and started the parade for the Derby. Directly | 
behind Barrack in order came James, Advance j 
Guard, Sam Phillips, Lieutenant Gibson and J 
Sidney Lucas. Each starter, with the excep- | 
tion of Sidney Lucas, was given a warm recep- j 
tion, but Sidney, who seemed stiff and sore and | 
looked more like a dray horse than a Derby 
candidate, was friendless. | 

On the way to the post Lieutenant Gibson | 
acted friskily and it was predicted on all sides [ 
that he would have little or no trouble in win- i 
niug but the Lieutenant disappointed his | 
backers horribly and was disgracefully beaten, j 
Starter Dwyer had his good eye w’ith him and j 
at the second break he caught the half dozen ; 
colts so closely bunched that it was almost im- | 
possible to tell w’hich was in front or which was j 
last, and sent them on their way, while the 1 
enormous crow’d shouted, as if with one voice, j 
“They are off.'’ Rounding the upper turn 
Lieutenant Gibson and James raced head and , 
bead, and when the field swung into the stretch | 
and pa.^singthe stand for the first time, the pair j 
racing like a team was two and one-half lengths | 
in front of Sam Phillips who was neck and 
neck with Sidney Lucas. Barrack was fifth 
and Advance Guard, who could not tlo himself 
justice in the going, last. The field swept 
around the club house turn at a snail's pace 
and Lieutenant Gibson, as rank as he could t>e. 
Beamed to be able to “run over the moon,’’ and 
everyone wondere<l why Boland did not go on 
to the front with him. Hut evidently the boy 
bad waiting instructions and was doing his 
best to place his colt. After going the first 
mile and passing the half-mile ground Mitchell 
made his move with James, and quicker 
than a wink a roar went up “James wins !’ 



“James w-ins !” but on the far turn Boland let 
out a link on the Lieutenant and he soon was 
up alongside of James and and once more his 
backers and admirers breathed easily. At the 
turn into the homestretch, however, Sidney Lu- 
cas, who. up to this had been rating along in the 
ruck, assumed command, but he was friendless, 
and although he won away off by himself, and 
like a good colt, there was no one to give him a 
hand, and consequently the American Derby of 
19(X) passed into turf annals as the tamest race 
of its kind ever run. ' 

By getting the mount on Sidney Lucas and 
winning goes to show bow luck will break for 
some jockeys. Bullman had no idea of riding 
the colt forty-eight hours before the race, Taral 
having been engaged, but the latter had his 
pick between Sidney Lucas and Advance Guard 
and chose the latter colt to ride. Taral is well 
liked around Chicago and his many friends 
would have been greatly pleased to have seen 
him on the winner. 

An uncommon incident happened after the 
fourth race. It seems the judges neglected to 
ring the l>ell to notify the bookmakers that the 
horses were off and some of them were taking 
money in big chunks on Great Bend after ho 
won and the race was over. 

“Billy” Barrick introduced his Faraday— 
Alta Blue colt Criterion to the Chicago public 
in the last race and incidentally won a big bet 
for himself. Criterion opened at 3 to 1, but was 
backed down to 7 to 5 and less, and just “rolled 
home” five lengths in front of Alard Scheck and 
Sofala, who had a battle royal for second place. 

Sam Fullen started the sport of the day, and 
at the juicy price of 7 to 1 gamely beat Modriue 
by a length in the inaugural one-mile condition 
race. Bannockburn, with 126 pounds up, was a 
strong favorite, but he ran below expectations, 
finishing a distant fourth. 

Pat Dunne and his friends thought well of 
Reminder and backe<l the colt well to win the 
second race, which he did. He is a speedy 
Hanover and can outrun his horses all the way. 

i TOM HI RNS’ ORFAM. 

I “Horse owners are very superstitious at 
; times," said a well-known trainer. “They note 
! the many little incidents happening in the course 
of a day, and ascril)e some as foreboding luck 
I and others misfortune. Dreams have a great 
i ‘puli' with some, and I can tell you a dream 
story that is really interesting. Of course, 
you know Tom Hums, the owner of Milwaukee 
i and Gaston. He had a dream last Friday night 
I in which he saw Milwaukee winning a race by 
I a head on the post, and then in the dream he 
! went in the betting ring and cashed a number 
of tickets. He then bet all the money back on 
his old campaigner, Uncle Jim, in a jumping 
race, and Uncle Jim won in a walk. He started 
for the betting ring when he happened to 
awake, and he w’as the most miserable man in 
St. Louis.
